Gibson, of the Gibson Committee, stated to the press yesterday that 
his $45,000,000 relief fund program, even if all collected, which it isn’t 
is not enough to feed the 1,160,000 unémployed of New York.

Yesterday again 1,500 workers demonstrated in the street all day from 
9:30 a.m. on, in front of 1433 Charlotte St., and stopped the eviction of 8 
families in that house, as they did the day before.

The marshall came down and 
turned away again, stopping on the corner to announce that he would be 
back with the police force today.

n Starts Drive? O’Brien Promises He 


Will Cut Wages, Fire 
and Sell Bonds 


NEW YORK.—John P. O’Brien was 
inaugurated mayor New York Tues- 
day in the City hall, in the presence 
not of workers, but of the Tammany 
leaders and big business men. Prom- 
inent on the stage was James A. Far- 
ley, Roosevelt’s campaign manager 
and chairman of the state boxing 
commission, capitalism's million dol- 
lar commercialized sport. With him 
were Al Smith of the Empire State 
Building and ex-governor, Curry, the 


big Tammany boss, and the district 
leaders of Tammany : McCooey, 
of Brooklyn; Theofel of Queens; 


Fiynn of the Bronx; and Rendt of 
Staten Island. 

Mayor Walker, who quit under fire 
for graft, cabled his congratulations. 

O’Brien spoke, casually remarking 
that relief must go on, but saying 
nothing about how, nor about the 
slash already in relief. He 
more firing and wage cutting of city 
employes, in no uncertain terms, say- 
ing: 

“The financial crisig that con- 
fronts the city is most serious, and 
a drastic cut in the cost of govern- 
ment must be accomplished. Thru 
salary reductions a considerable 
saving will be effected, but we must 
ge much further and secure great- 

Every unnecessary 
* — must be eliminated.” 
Thus he places his stamp of ap- 
proval and pledges to continue such 
things as the recent ten to.30 per 
cent wage cut on the I. R. T., ordered 
by Tammany courts to pay interest 
to the bankers; the six to 39 per cent 
wage cut on all city employes includ- 
ing teachers, which Police Commis- 
sioner Mulrooney declared yesterday 
would be retroactive, and the gen- 
éral cutting down of relief. 

He justified by this statement the 
wholesale discharge of foreign born 
workers in the city hospitals. 

The city workers’ wage cuts were 
ordered by the bankers who openly, 
through the press, dictated to the 
state legislature the terms of the law 
they wanted giving pewer to cut wages 
to Tammany. 

Gifts to Bankers 

O’Brien in his speech’ threw an- 
other little gift to the bankers by 

declaring for more city bonds. 

He hit the city workers again by 
stating that as fast as possible those 
his bureau heads decile are not able 
to perform their duties” would be 
“retired.” 

He proposed to “lease” (read pre- 
sent) at an unnamed 22 the city’s 
Bronx Terminal Market and Staten 
Island Piers to private capitalists. 

He said not one word about the de- 
positors cheated out of their Bagg 5.1 
in the U. S. Bank failure, in which 
Tammany was largely implicated,

Furriers Prepare 
to Win Demands; 
Trade Board Meet 


NEW YORK.—At the meeting of 


the furriers’ trade board of the In- 


dustrial Union held last week, the 
question of the demands to the Fur 
Associated Manufacturers was taken 
up and the mobilization for struggle 
if necessary in order to enforce these 
demands. The union today has an 
agreement with the Fur Trimming 
Association. The union also has con- 
trol of a large number of shops of 
the Fur Associated Manufacturers 
with which there is no agreement, at 
the present time. The demands are 
as follows: 

1. Working hours and minimum 
scale of the present agreement shall 
be strictly enforced. : 

2. Six months division of work in- 
stead of three. 

3. Workers to be entitled to jobs 
ahd division of work after they work 
in a shop three weeks instead of 
seven as in the present agreement. 
4. Unemployment insurance fund 
paid by the bosses and administered 
by the workers. 

5. No contracting or sub contract- 
ing. 

6. Guarantees that the bosses will 
not break the points of the agree- 
ment. 

7. Overtime shall be permitted 
only for a limited number of hours 
during the busy season and only in 
such shops where there is absolutely 
no room for other workers. 

8. There shall be no so-called im- 
partial chairman. 

9. No discrimination against Ne- 
gro workers, equal pay for equal work, 
and the right of Negro workers to 
work at all crafts.

Then the orchestra 
struck up the strident tune of the

of the audience stood up. Then there 
was revealed a stage full of contor- 
tionists, wierd walkers, jugglers, bal- 
ancers and every sort of twisting and 
turning—the size of a three-ring cir- 
cus. It was hardly possible to count 
the performers, say nothing of watch- 
ing their gyrations. 

Then a song from a Johann Strauss 
operetta was sandwiched between 
some wise-cracking clown and ballet, 
that, although mediocre, was the best 
part of the show. The Tuskegée choir 
sang Negro melodies glorifying the 
handkerchief heads and Uncle Toms 
in a grovelling fashion that would 
please agy white ruling class lynch 
fiend of Alabama. There were 19 
numbers in all—most of them of the 
type that can be seen at such estab- 
lishments as the Academy of Music 
on Fourteenth St.—without the oc- 
casional relief of a talking picture. 

The most bizzare part of the thing 
was à performance of excerpts from 
the opera “Carmen.” It would be 
hard indeed to recognize the opera 
because of the superfluity of super- 
numaries—hundreds of people dress- 
ed up and dancing or posing all over 
the vast stage. From beginning to 
end everything that was produced 
was befouled by the moronic touch 
of the production staff which seemed 
to proceed on the assumption that 
only the most debased horse-play and 
exaggerated gaudiness would pleasc 
the audience. 

No intelligent worker could attend 
such a performance without more 
deeply despising a society that can 
spend millions upon a thing that 
cannot be regarded other than as an 
affront to the human race, a glor- 
ified insult to every vestige of in- 
telligence acquired by man in his 
development from his ape-like an- 
cestors.

It provides that the prices of 
these farm products, which the crisis 
has driven far below pre-war levels, 
be brought up to pre-war figures by 
making the processor (manufactur- 
er) pay the difference. However, the 
bill. contains no provision for pro- 
tecting the consumer, which means 
that the higher prices on these pro- 
ducts wil most certainly be passed 
on to the millions of city workers— 
plus the extra profits that the trusts, 
commission merchants and other 
middlemen are sure to rake in. In 
the case of cotton, this farm relief“ 
will boost the price of clothing, and 
ultimately all commodities will be 
affected; in other words, the farm- 
ers, as well as the workers, will be 
forced to pay higher prices.

he uses one or two vulgar words. 


It is harmless—at the most, but a 
writer should be careful not to pre- 
judice his reader.

Although propaganda must come 
down to earth and use the lan- 
guage of the people, it should have 
a certain proletarian dignity. Us- 
ing such words in the way Miller 
uses them makes the reader feel 
that the author is frivolous. It les- 
sens the force and dignity of the 
message by making workers think 
that anything which contains such 
words and expressions is just aim- 
less obscene stuff. 

Miller also killed the strength of 
his story by using childish humor 
like the “star-spangled banana,” 
and by drawing out passages show- 
ing how the worker is trying to 
scrape together a meal out of the 
remains of food. 

The whole story if made shorter 
and if the language were planned 
more effectively would make a 
strong piece of writing. All power 
to Fred Miller for doing a job that 
is very necessary! Short stories, 
such as were written by him if cir- 
culated among workers along with 
cartoons such as Quirt’s (“strips’’) 
would be a powerful way to coun- 
teracting the idiotic “love stories” 
in the “News,” “Mirror,” etc.

CONCRETE BENEFITS FOR RUSSIAN WORKERS

MRADE FILIPOVA has been a 
worker for 36 years, a fighter

She said that 
if her husband or she would get 
work even for one hour, their 
names would be struck off the list 
entirely. The same condition exists 
under the MacDonald government 
in England. The first act of the 
national government, headed by 
MacDonald, was to cut benefits. 
In the U.S.A., the richest coun- 
try in the world, the working class 
is dependent upon cheap charity 
and whatever they can through 
struggle force out of the local au- 


thorities. Life and death struggles 


are being conducted, hunger 
marches, local demonstrations, etc., 
to force some relief out of the gov- 
ernment. 


ONLY U.S.S.R. HAS 
REAL INSURANCE. 


Only the workers of the Soviet 
Union have been able to establish 
a complete system of social in- 
surance, covering every fleld of the 
workers’ lives, operated and ex- 
panded by the workers themselves. 
The first concern of the workers’ 
state is how to safeguard the lives 
of the workers, to keep them 
healthy and fit for building a so- 
cialist society.

This is the main brigade. It 
checks up on the medical aid the 
worker gets in the factory, in the 
‘local city where the worker lives 


keep tab on the workers’ health 
records in order to assign them to 
rest homes and sanitoriums for 
the summer vacations. They keep 
close check on money allotted for 
this work and how this money is 
spent. They also investigate the 
diets in the kitchens and the prep- 
aration of food. Check-up is con- 
ducted of the special diets for sick 
workers. Living conditions are in- 
a to prevent congestion, 
improve sanitary conditions, etc. 

When a worker is ill and is taken 
to the hospital, one delegate is im- 
mediately allotted to be responsible 
to check up on how he is being 


taken care of and he has to report 


to the group the progress of the 
patient’s health.

DUCATION AND PROPAGANDA 
BRIGADE. This brigade ar- 
ranges for lectures on various sub- 
jects of a sanitary and preventa- 
tive nature.. Hygiene corners are 


organized, where books and pamph- 


lets are available on the care of 
the body, on prevention of sick- 
ness and caution against accidents. 
This group also conducts a column 
in the factory press, in which they 
publish the results of their work. 
The slogans of this. brigade are: 
“Not a single accident”, “Save 
workers’ health“ and Diet kit- 
chens are one of the links in the 
production plan.” 

CARE OF WOMEN. 

Special Insurance for Wonen. In 
the land where the workers rule 
the working women does not only 
benefit by the regular insurance 
allotted to all workers, but she 
gets special care and insurance. 
Pregnant women are given two 
months’ vacation .with pay before 
and after childbirth. The insur- 
ance fund provides that when a 
child is born, the mother receives 
an order for a carriage, blankets, 
diapers, baby clothes, etc. This lay- 
out amounts to about $500 in the 
open market. Also, to the pay is 
added eight roubles a month for 
milk for a period of nine months. 
Medical care is given during the 
entire period of pregnancy. Spe-

child care after birth. 


Special Care:—During the win- 


ter of 1930 many workers were laid 
up with the grip.

If he is a 
shock worker and has been in the 
factory one year, he also receives 
full wages. ‘Those workers who 
Rave been in the factory one year 
or less or who are not members 
of the trade union, receive 50 per 
cent of their wages. 
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LD AGE.—Filatov, an old worker 

of the Stalin (Ano) Auto Plant, 

told us the following: 

“If I am sick, I get wages for 
four months, then I get a pen- 
sion. If a worker is totally dis- 
abled, he gets 100 per cent wages; 
if not, he is given some lighter 
work. Some workers who receive 
pensions also get wages for the 
work they do. The two together 
often amount to more than the 
original wages.” 

MEDICAL ASSISTANCE IN THE 
FACTORY—Each department in 
the factory has its first aid sta- 
tion. It gives aid to all light cases 
of sickness, and first aid to severe 
acidents. Severe accidents are first 
rhessed there and then sent to the 
special hospital. All department 
are equipped with first aid kits, 
but the workers come to the sta- 
tions instead of using the kits. In 
case the accident is severe, a nurse 
is sent to the place where the acci- 
dent occurred to give aid on the 
spot. When it is necessary, this 
station is ready to take care of 
from 200 to 350 cases in 24 hours, 
this including all minor injuries, 

In connection with medical aid 
and accident and sickness preven- 
tion, the factory has new plans 
for 1932-33. A new hospital is in 
the process of being built, which 
will be used by several factories to 
accomodate 1,000 workers. 
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ACATIONS.—- Vacations are so or- 
the opportunity to take a good rest 
or cure every two years. ‘Those 
workers working steadily for two 
years or over have a vacation every 
year for oné month. Here again 
the women workers are taken spe- 
cial care of. “Last year I went on 
vacation,” 
three children told us, “and my 
children were with me. They were 
put into a special house and taken 
care of. I had nething to do for 
them, had no trouble and they did 
not disturb my rest.’ A total of 
1,100 children were sent to the 
country for two months by the so- 
cial insurance fund. = 

With such conditions it is no 
wonder that the Soviet masses par- 
ticipate so eagerly in the Five-Year 
Plan and are so ready to defend 
their government.
